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B to liave escaped the mauagere of the Society. 

I need hardly say that the issue of the part, though eveiy 
oopy is sabseribed for or appropriated, leaves me a heavy loser. 
Whether it is fair to force a private individual, who, during 
the last eleven years has printed, at his own expense, nearly 
thriw as much as the Society, to make this loss, while the society 
has long had a very large unused balance at its back, I will 
leave to my readers ; but I will undertake to say no other 
Antiquarian Society in England would do so. What earthly use 
it does anybody to amass a large and increasing sum of money, 
it is hard to say. 

I was asked by the Hon. Sec. to allow the Society to print the 
very valuable Freeman's Boll of Norwich, from the transcript in 
my possession ; but on my instantly and cheerfully assenting and 
offering to undertake the laborious work of indexing it, I was 
told it would be " too expensive," and a polit«wiah expressed 
that I might print it at my own expense ! Yery likely I shall be 
fool enough to do so next year, so there is method in thia 
madness ; but is it fair? What, however, can be expected of a 
Oommittee, which numbers among it a clergyman who actually 
refused the " Society for the Preservation of Memorials of the 
Dead " permission to copy the inscriptions in his Church !

For the great number of the following errata I must especially 
express my regret. I am not altogether without excuse, for 
while Henry III. and the best part of Edward I. were passing 
through the press, I was down with typhoid fever ; and when 
one is down with that, and is suffering inconsistent hallucinations 
that one is Governor of Norwich Castle seventy years ago, and 
that one has pressgangs and fugitive French prisoners imder one's 
bed, one is hardly in the right mind to correct proofs. Somebody 
corrected them, but not too well ; and all I have been able to do 
since I have (I hope) returned to memory and understanding, is 
to note up and correct some of the worst. Luckily, some of 
them are so bad that I don't think my severest critic will think 
me personally guilty of them, and will acquit me of " sepula " 
for **sequla (sequela)," "cyngnets"for "cygnets," '^permission" 
for "percussum," and "nee" for "nee." 

On the other hand, the reader must not too hastily suppose that 
all the strange place-names in the text are not correctly tran- 
scribed, e.ff.y pp. 28 and 35, Bodokesham is clearly so written, 
though I have little doubt it is -Rodokesham, an old form of 
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Wroxliain; p. 32, Wetheringsett is obviously a transcribed error 
for Letheringsett ; p. 37, Kermingeliaiii for Bemingliam ; p. 39, 
Dikling for Hicklmg; p. 114, Leyham for Lexham; p. 138, 
Wermyngliam for Bemyngliani ; ^. 63, Mogheton forHogheton; 
p. 114, Northwand for North waud. Again, I shrewdly suspect 
Luddelawe, p. 73, to be our Norfolk Luddehame in disguise.

END OF PART I. 
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I PROPOSE to print a somewhat long preface to this work 
when the last part is issued, and therefore refrain from any 
remarks on the subjects touched on by the Fines analyzed in 
this Part. 

A few references, however, may be useful in the meanwhile. 
It is especially noteworthy that many of these early Fines do 
not refer to real property, though it is usually laid down that 
Fines related to this only. Among other examples may be cited 
those on p. 31, of remission of a debt; on pp. 54, 65, 71, 
81 (2), 85, 90, 108, 165, 172, of the freedom of viUeins;* on 
pp. 53 (2), 54, 60, 61, 62 (2), 63, 96, 100, 129, 138, and 139, of 
remissions of services ; on p. 79 of an admission to the benefits of 
a Priory; and on pp. 64, 74, 78, 81, 84, 88, 94, and 95, of rent 
and arrears of rent. 

Again, on p. 55, we find a fine levied to settle a dispute. The 
*^ custody of 40 acres" occurs at p. 85, the custody of an heir 
at pp. 64 and 136, and the custody and marriage of another at 
p. 92. 

Grants of fisheries are especially interesting, now that every 
riparian owner is trying to shut out anglers, and will be found 
at pp. 57, 60, 63, 64, 69, 75, and 1 20 ; grants of a watercourse 
at p. 71, and of markets at pp. 72 and 75. ** Duels" are 
mentioned at pp. 61, 75, 76, and 133, and a plaintiff-guardian at 
p. 160 ; a herring rent at p. 132, and the Statute of Mortmain at 
p. 131. Of strange names there are many, e,g.j Fiz le Prestre 
and Fiz a la persone at p. 74 ; but these must stand over for the 
present.
